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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Applicant's rennarks filed May 1 , 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
31-34 directed to an invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on October 6, 
2005. Applicant is given ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, 
whichever Is longer, to cancel the noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 
1 .144). Failure to take action during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel 
the noted claims by Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. Extensions of 
time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) will not be permitted since this application will be passed to 
issue. 

The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above 
matter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not disclose, make obvious, or otherwise suggest 
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the stmcture of the applicant's together with the other limitations of the independent 
claims, such as: 

In claim 1 . "active circuitry on a first layer having a metal one layer comprising: a 
semi-fusible link element on a second layer having a metal two layer adapted for 
interconnecting with said metal one layer; and a selector circuit disposed on said first 

layer"; 

In claim 15, "a semi-fusible link element on a second layer having a metal two 
layer adapted for interconnecting with said metal one layer, said second layer being 
above said first layer; at least one interconnection coupling said metal one layer with 
said metal two layer for providing an electrical coupling between said semi-fusible link 
element and said active circuitry, and a selector circuit disposed on said first layer"; 

In claim 24, "active circuitry on a first layer having a metal one layer, comprising: 
a thin film resistor semi-fusible link element on a second layer having a metal two layer 
adapted for interconnecting with said metal one layer, said second layer being above 
said first layer; at least one interconnection coupling said metal one layer to said metal 
two layer for providing an electrical coupling between said semi-fusible link element and 
said active circuitry, and a selector circuit including a select transistor disposed on said 
first layer"; and 

In claim 30, "active circuitry on a first layer having a metal one layer comprising: 
a semi-fusible link element on a second layer having a metal two layer adapted for 
interconnecting with said metal one layer; and a selector circuit disposed on said first 
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layer, one of said active circuitry and said selector circuit for blowing said semi-fusible 
link element to effect a change in a parameter in said integrated circuit". 

The dependent claims being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
